Kaiser's Forces, Harassed by
Forward-Sweeping Foe, in
Precipitate Retirement to
Second Defense Line.

The War OMce declares that tha Ger-
mans are retreating precipltataly Into
East Prussla with the Russlan armies
haraesing tham nt svery polnt. The eold
weonther has apparently demoralized the
Germangs, and many of them are reported
surrendering without a fight. At sevaral
points the Russiana have already pene-
trated the Prussian border, and some of
the reports indicate that the German loft
wing has been ldolated from the maln
bady of the troops.

The oceupation of Lyck and the ¢apture
of Mlawn, for many dayns the Gernan base
of operations in the north, have wvirtunlly
clearnd all that part of Poland north of
the Vistula of the snemy,

The War OfMce han given out the fol-
lowing statement:

“Wa have continued our progress on
the East Prussian front.

“Thoe Germans are falling back along
the whole front, keeping only thelr fortl-
fled position In the reglon of Wirbkallan.”

(Wirballen Is in the extreme north
of the German front, 10 miles weat of
north of Buwnlkl.)

Military experts here declare that the
Germans cannot hope to hold Enst
Prusala and they are expoected sventually
to withdraw from there entirely, con-
esntrating on thelr mecondary defenne
line of forts.

This would mean a strong German re-

Neatlons based on Graudenz, Thorn and
